CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate,on the 4th, Messrs. Pierce 
and Casey, Senators from the new State of 
North Dakota, were sworn in, and the Sena- 
tors from the two Dakotas and Washington 
were ussigned by lot to their respective 
classes. Five hundred and five bills were in- 
troduced—a slight falling off from the past 
record of the Senate. Of these billsa large 
number had been introduced in the last and 
previous Congresses, At 3 p.m. the Senate 
went into executive session, and a few nin- 
utes later adjourned......The House was not 
in session on the 4th. 

IN the Senate, on the 5th, after a number of 
bills had been introduced and referred, Mr. 
Reagan addressed the Senate in advocacy of 
his billfor the repeal of so much of the third 
section of the act of 1875 as provides for the 
sale of bonds, so as to produce areserve for 
the redemption of legal-tender notes. Mr. 
Ingalls was elected Vice-President pro tem, 
to serve during a temporary absence of Mr. 
Morton, and the Senate adjourned until the 
Oh. .<.'5 In the House, the Speaker an- 
nounced the defalcation and flight of C. E. 
Sileott, cashier of the sergeant-at-arms, and 
a committee was appointed to make an in- 
vestigation into the matter. Several other 
committees were appointed, and the House 
adjourned uatil the 9th. 

IN the Senate, on the 9th, a number Of bills 
were introduced, and after some discussion 
as to the proper reference of several of 
them, the Senate, at 1:55 p. in., went into 
executive session, and soon after adjourned. 
In the House, the announcement of 
the appointment of the committees on ways 
and means, appropriations, manufactures 
and mileage was made, and the House, at 
1:15 p. m., adjourned until the llth.

On the 9th the committee on census 
reported to the Senate, with favorable 
recommendations, the nomination of 
Robert P. Porter to be superintendent of 
the census. 

Wittiam N. Rippus, president of the 
Penn B....<, at Pittsburgh, Pa., at the 
time of its failure in 1884, and was at 
that time a heavy speculator in oil, died, 
on the 9th, at St. Vincent's Hospital, 
New York City, of dropsy. He had been 
engaged in the brokerage business in 
Wall street for the past few years. 

Tne Swiss Government has refused 
the application of ex-Archduke John 
Salvator, of Austria, for naturalization 
as a citizen of Switzerland. 

On the 9th, in the French Chamber of 
Deputies, the election of M. Joffrin, the 
Labor candidate opposing General Bou- 
langer in the recent election, was form- 
ally declared valid. A proposal to 
validate the election of Boulanger was 
rejected by a vote.of 370 to 125. 

Harvey H. KeNNEDY, a prominent 
member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, died at the Union League Club 
in that city on the 9th. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 4th John Maddler and his wife 
and child were burned to death at King- 
ston, Ont. While they were trying to 
extinguish the flames of their burning 
home their means of escape were cut off. 

On the 6th Deluca, the Italian, who 
shot Millionaire Cunningham, while 
poaching on the latter's estate at Mil- 
ton, Mass., was indicted for manslaugh- 
ter. ‘ 

On the 6th Cart Peterson was killed 
and Edward Kimball fatally injured by 
the falling of a ckimney during a fire in 
Carter's machine shops at Buffalo, N. Y., 
where the men were employed. 

‘Tue Silcott investigating “committee 
has determined that the bondsmen of 
the defaulting cashier are not responsi- 
ble for the $71,800 taken by him, the law 
giving members no right to collect their 
money from the tréasury through the 
sergeant-at-arms’ office. The entire loss 
falls on the individual members of the 
House. 

On the night of the 4th five persons 
perished in the snow during the storm 
which prevailed at Waag, Western Hun- 
gary. 

By the burning of the National Line 
Steamship Company's dock at Pier 39, 
New York harbor, on the 7th, four men 
were killed and a large number injured, 
many of whom will die. : 

On the 7th the tug Pilot returned to 
Port Townsend, Wash., after an .unsuc- 
eessful search for the British ship .Her- 
mione, reported lost. The Hermione 
was an iron ship, grain-laden, from Port- 
land for tae United Kingdom. 


On the 8th George Clemens, an insane 
criminal confined in the New York State 
asylum at Buffalo, committed suicide by 
strangulation. 

CHARLES Ostrom, cashier and book- 
keeper of the Minneapolis office of the 
St. Paul Pioncer-Press, is charged with 
a defalcation of $2,000, and suspected of 
setting fire to the Tribune building, 
hoping to destroy the books which con- 
tained the evidence of his guilt. 

A FORTY THOUSAND DOLLAR fire O0c- 
curred in the Finney House in Detroit,

MISCELLANEOUS. 

THIRTY THOUSAND Bedouins, who have 
hitherto maintained an inoffensive atti- 
tude, threaten an incursion of Egypt. 
The cause of the present movement is 
the refusal of the Egyptian Government 
to grant certain ,tribal claims in regard 
to land. 

TWENTY-FIVE HUNDRED people in 
Miner County, 8S. D., are dependent 
upon aid from the outside to enable 
them to survive the winter. Reports 
receivel from Bottineay County are to 
the effect that the settlers there are 
subsisting upon bran and shorts. Up- 
ward of three hundred persons in the 
latter county are utterly destitute. 

THE influenza which has been raging 
so severely in St. Petersburg, has broken 
out in Vienna and Berlin. 

A BILL has been introduced in the Ger- 
man Reichstag proposing to subsidize a 
line of steamships between Hamburg 
and African ports. 

Ir isannounced that the German postal 
lists for 1890 will show that 9,759 news- 
papers are printed in Germany, 3,781 of 
which are printed in thirty other lan- 
guages, arid 6,978 in German. 

ACCORDING to passengers on the steam- 
er Finance, which arrived at New York 
on: the 7th from Maranham, [Brazil, 
there was rioting with’ loss of lifé at that 
place on-the announcement of the over- 
throw of the Brazilian Empire. 

An Englishman’ has been arrested at 
Sebastopol, says the Novoe Vremya, on a 
charge of making sketches of the batter- 
ies-and forts of the city.. Documents of 
a compromising nature were found in his 
possession. 

Tue opponents of the government 
party in England say it is absolutely 
without a policy at the present time. 

Tue Tennessee Coal & Iron Railroad 
Company has begun proceedings in New 
York City to recover from John Inman 
$2,500,000, which it is alleged was made 
by Inman and associates while in con- 
trol of the company, by the purchase. of 
the Pratt Coal & Iron Company, in 
which they were interested. 

Ir.is reported that cholera is raging 
fiercely at Bagdad. Business isentirely 
suspended and the city is rigidly quar- 
antined. 


CONDENSED TELEGRAMS, 


Tue will of Capt. H. Smith, 2f Hager 
town, Md., was admitted to probate on the 
10th. He left about $50,000. The peculiar 
provision of the will is that the funeral ex- 
penses shall not exceed $30, and that his 
body shall be wrapped in cloth, packed in 
a coffin containing unslacked lime, and 
that some one shall be paid $5 to pour 
water in the lime until his body is con- 
sumed. 

PARTIES in Nashville stand to win or lose 
a cooljmillion on the next few turns in the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad stock, and 
there is much excitement over the news 
from New York that Senator Platt, who is 
president of the company, has brought suit 
against John H. Inman, a former director, 
involving four millions of stock. If Platt 
wins, the stock will take a rapid advance; 
if he loses Nashville will be hard hit. 

Tne Governors of thirty States met at 
Washington on the 10th to take measures 
for the erection of a monument to signers 
of the Declaration’of Independence and 
the Constitution of the United States. 

A COLORED deputy policeman named 
Vinegar, while under the influence of 
liquor, caused a scene of terror in Higgins- 
ville, Texas, on the 9th by firing his re- 
volver promiscuously into a crowd of white 
people while they were leaving the opera- 
house after a performance. One young 
man was shot through the head and mor- 
tally wounded and others were more or 
less injured. 

Tue preliminary trial of Dr. J. D.-8. 
Davis for the killing of Dr. W. L. Chew 
was concluded at Birmingham, Ala., on 
the 9th, and the defendant allowed a $50,-

THE Dyer County Wheel and the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance met at Dyersburg, Tenn., 
on the 6th and completed the union of the 
two orders under the name of the Farmers’ 
and Laborers’ Union. 


THE thirty-sixth annual session of the 
Little Rock Conference of the Methodist 
Church closed at Pine Bluff, Ark., on the 
9th. The statistics show in that district

JEFFERSON DAVIS DEAD. 


In the Midst of His Family and Sur- 
rounded by Friends the Great 
Chieftain Closes His Eyes 
ou Earth Forever, 


JEFFERSON DAVIS. 





New Orweans, La., Dec. 6.—At 12:45 
oclock this morning the Hon. Jefferson 
Davis, ex-President of the Confederate 
States, died at the residence of his life- 
long friend, J. U. Payne. 

From the beginning of his fatal illness 
Mr. Davis had insisted that his case was 
nearly or quite hopeless, though the dread 
of pain or fear of death never appeared to 
take the slightest hold upon his spirits, 
which were brave and even buoyant from 
the beginning of his attack. 

In vain did the doctors strive to impress 
npon him that his health was improving. 
He steadily insisted that there was no im- 
provement, but with Christian resignation 
he was content to accept whatever Provi- 
dence had in store for him. Only oncé did 
he waverin his belief. that his case showed 
fo improvement, and that was at an early 
hour yesterday morning, when he play- 
fuliy remarked to Mr. Payne: “I am afraid 
that I will be compelled to agree with 
the doctors for once and admit that I am a 
little better.’’ ou 

‘All day long the favorable symptoms 
céntinued, and late in the ‘afternoon, as 
late as-4 o’clock, Mr. Davis sent such a 
clisering” message ‘to Mrs. Stamps and 
Mr. and Mrs. Farrar that they decided, for 
the first time since Mr. Davis has taken ill, 
to attend the French opora. 

At6 o’clock last evening, without any 
assignable cause, Mr. Davis was seized 
with a congestive chill, which seemed to 
absolutely crush the vitality. out of his 
already enfeebled body. So weak was Mr. 
Davis that the violence of the assault soon 
subsided for the lack of vitality upon which 
to prey. 

From that moment to the moment of his 
death the history of his case was that of a 
gradual sinking. At 7o’clock Mrs. Davis 
administered some medicine, but the ex- 
President declined to receive the whole 
dose. She urged upon him the necessity 
of taking the remainder, but putting it 
aside, with the gentlest of gestures, he 
whispered, ‘‘Pray, excuse me.” 

These were his last words, Gradually 
he grew weaker and weaker, but never 
for an instant seemed to lose conscious- 
ness. Lying peacefully upon his-bed, and 
without a trace of pain in “his look, he re- 
mained for hours. Silently clasping and 
tenderly caressing his wife’s hand, with 
undaunted Christian spirit he awaited the 
end. 

From the moment of the dread assault of 
the congestive chill, those gathered around 
his bedside, who had been watching, notic- 
ing with painful interest every change of 
symptom for the past month, knew well 
that the dread messenger was even at the 
door. About half past 10 o’clock As- 
sociate Justice Fenner went tothe French 
Opera-house to call to Mr. Davis’s bedside 
Mr. and Mrs, Farrar and Mrs. Stamps. As 
soon as the message reached them they 
hurried to the bedside of the dying ex- 
President. . 

By 11:30 o’clock there were assembled in 
the death chamber Mrs. Davis, Drs. Cahille 
and Rickham, Associate Justice and Mrs. 
Fenner, Miss Nannie Smith, grandniece of 
the dying ex-President, and Mr. and Mrs. 
E. H. Farrar. 

Finding that Mr. Davis was breathing 
somewhat heavily as he lay upon his back, 
the doctors assisted him to turn upon his 
right side. With his cheek resting upon 
his right hand like a sleeping infant, and 
with his left hand drooping across his 
chest he lay for some fifteen sinutes, 
breathing softly but faintiy. More and 
more feeble became his respirations till 
they passed into silence, and then the 
watchers knew that the silver cord had 
been loosened and the golden bowl broken. 
The father of the Confederacy had passed 
away : 


“Ascalmly as to a night’s repose, 
Or fiowers at set of sun.” 





Biographical. 

More than eighty years ago two Ken- 
tacky boys, born in widely different socia| 
spheres, entered upon still more widely 
diversé careers:

(now Todd) county; Lincoln born February 
12, 1809, and Davis on the 3d of,June pre- 
ceding.

such was to be the irony of fate. History 
presents many paradoxies, but none greater 
than this: That the victor should fall in 
the very hour of victory and the defeated 
live until almost every trace of the conflict 
had vanished, to die of mere old age. 

The ancestors of Jefferson Davis were of 
pure English stock, but so long resident in 
America that the type had become thor- 
oughly Southern American. On both sides 
they served in the war for American in- 
dependence, his father, Samuel Davis, 
winning some distinction in the mounted 
troops of Georgia. Of his twd sons, Jeffer- 
son early became a soldier, while Joseph, 
a man of talent, scarcely, if at all, inferior, 
gained a local success as a lawyer and 
planter in Mississippi. The brothers were 
notably affectionate in childhood, and re- 
mained through life devoted to each other. 

Soon after the birth of Jefferson, Samuel 
Davis removed to Mississippi, locating near 
Woodville, in Wilkinson county. The sons 
there acquired an unusually good English 
education for the time, and at an early age 
Jefferson entered Transylvania College, 
Kentucky. In 1824, however, President 
Monroe appointed him a cadet at West 
Point, where he was graduated in 1828, at 
the early age of twenty. He had stood 
high in his class, and at once entered on 
active duty, though for some time com- 
missioned only as a brevet second lieuten- 
ant. Promotion was very slow in those 
peaceful times, but be soon won his full 
commission, and iu thenext three years 
demonstrated his organizing capacity, both 
as infantry and staff officer on the North- 
western frontier. 

The year 1831 brought a surprise and 
many promotions. Black Hawk entered on 
his famous campaign, and Jefferson Davis 
was at once given an active and responsi- 
ble position to muster in aud organize the 
new recruits. There has long been a tra- 
dition that in this capacity he mustered in 
the company of Illinois volunteers from 
New Salem and vicinity commanded by 
Capt. Abraham Lincoln, but there is no 
record of it. 

Early in 1833 Lieut. Davis was trans- 
ferred from his place in Company B, First 
United States Infantry, and inrecognition 
of his services in the Black Hawk war was 
promoted to a first lieutenancy in the First 
United States Dragoons, of which com- 
mand he was soon made adjutant. In this 
position he made a very brilliant record, 
not only as an organizer and efficient ad- 
ministrator in garrison life, but in several 
active campaigns against the Comanches, 
Pawnees aud other Indians. 

It was while in the services that Lieut, 
Davis woed and won a daughter of the 
eminent General and Presidént, Zachary 
Taylor. Her father was in-commaud vf 
Fort Crawford, near Prairie Du Chien, and 
his daughter, a beautiful and refined young 
lady, was the center of attraction among 
the subordinate officers. Innumerable are 
the romantic stories of their rivalries, the 
final success of Lieut. Davis, the bitter 
opposition of the “stern parent’? and old 
Indian fighter, and the final departure by 
night of the young couple to be married 
by a priest on the western bank of the 
Mississippi. Let the young and romantic 
continue to read and believe. Suffice it 
that the father remained obdurate fur some 
time and was not completely reconciled to 
his son-in-law till the latter lay wounded 
in his tent after the ®attle of Buena Vista, 
There are as many accounts of whut was 
said there as of the battle of Shiloh. Gen. 
Taylor’s words appear to have.been these, 
or very near them: 

“Colonel, you have saved thy day- -God 
bless you! - When Dolly would have you, 
she was a_better judge of a man than I 
was.” 

June 30, 18385, Lieut. Davis resigned his 

commission and located in Mississippi, 
where he lived for eight years the quiet 
life of a cotton planter. Then came a 
“crisis; the annexation of Texas may be 
taken as the first issue over which dis- 
tinctively Northern and Southern parties 
confronted each other. In 1843 Lieut. 
Davis took an active and most effective 
part in the State campaign, and in 1844 he 
was one of the Democratic electors for 
Mississippi. In 1845 he was elected a Rep- 
resentative in Congress, and in December 
of that year took his setin the House. It 
was called then a “stormy, session,’ but in 
retrospect after the long session of 1849-50, 
it was thought mild. 
« Mr. Davis took an active part in the dis- 
cussions on the tariff, the Oregon boundary 
issue, the Mexican imbroglio and the 
slavery question so for as it came up, but 
his speeches at that time tindicate a 
position far more moderate than was after- 
ward attributed tohim. It isof no}graet 
consequence now, but worth noting as 
curious matter of history, thatin the heated 
discussions regarding Texas the threats of 
disunion came largely from the extreme 
Northern men, while the most eloquent 
eulogies upoa the Union came from the 
South. Ina speech on the Oregon ques- 
tion, February 6, 1846, Mr. Davis said: 

“From sire to son has descended the love 
of union in our hearts, as in our history are 
mingled'the names of Concord and Cam- 
den, of Yorktown and Saratoga, of Moul- 
trie and Plattsburg, of Chippewa and Erie, 
of New Orleans and Bunker Hill. Grouped 
together they form a monument to the 
common’ glory of our cummon country; 
and wheré is the Southern man who would 
wish that that monument wereless by one 
of the Northern names that constitute the 
mass??? 

While Mr. Davis was active in Congress 
in July, the First Regiment of Mississippi 
volunteers enrolled for the Mexican war 
elected him their Colonel. He resigned at 
once, overtook his regiment at New Cr- 
leans, organized and drilled it toa high 
state of efficiency, and early in September 
was on the Rio Grande, in the army of his 
father-in law, Gen. Zachary Taylor. A 
‘few days later he bore a conspicuous part 
in the siege and storming of Monterey, 
and, as commissioner, aided in drawing uy 
the terms of capitulation.

SILCOTT’S BIG STEAL. 


Notaries Doing a Thriving Business with 
Protested Notes—The Investigating Com- 
mittee Following the Matter Up to See 
Who Will Be the Loser by. Cashier Sil- 
cott’s Peculations—Ex-Sergeant-at-Arms 
Leedom Wants an Indictment Against 
His Faithless Assistant. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The office of 
the sergeant-at-arms of the House was 
besieged yesterday with notaries with 
notes given by members which had been 
allowed to go to protest. As the: fee in 
each protest case is about $1.50, the 
notaries did a thriying business. 

Mr. Leedom, the ex-sergeant-at-arms, 
has detectives at Montreal and Quebec 
looking out for Cashier Silcott. Mr. 
Leedom does not believe the story from 
Montreal that Silcott and his mistress 
are at a prominent hotel there. He 
thinks thatif the story is true, his de- 
tective at Montreal would have reported 
the fact. 

The investigating committee was 
ready for work shortly after ten o’clock 
yesterday morning, with Mr. Adams, of 
Illinois, in the chair. Several .Con- 
gressmen were before the coramittee to 
suggest plans for the distribution of the 
money for salaries of members: still re- 
maining in the sergeant-at-arms’ office. 

Mr. Mills outlined a plan which he 
thought would be satisfactory, because 
of its fairness. He held that as the loss 
had occurred in November, it should be 
borne by all those members who had re- 
ceipted for their November pay. The 
remaining money, he thought, should 
be distributed among all the members 
who had receipted for the months from 
March to November, and whose money 
Silcott had made off with. 

Mr. Catchings, of Mississippi made a 
long speech, in which he held that the ser- 
geant-at-arms was the authorized dis- 
bursing officer of the House, and conse- 
quently- the individual members should 
not be made to bear the losses caused 
by the action of Silcott, who drew the 
money from the Treasury’ as the au- 
thorized agent of the sergeant-at-arms. 
Mr. Catchings said that if the Govern- 
ment would pay to members their salary 
for November, which he held had never 
been lawfully paid, the whole trouble 
would be ended, because the theft was 
entirely out of the money for their sal- 
aries for that month. 

A member of the committee ad- 
mitted that Catchings’ views had im- 
pressed the committee. 

Messrs. Pickler,of South Dakota; Hen- 
derson, of Illinois; Riley, of'Pennsyl — 
vania, and several other members told 
the committee about matters connected 
with thedefalcation. Severalsubmitted 
plans for the settlement of the question 
as to who shall bear the loss caused, by 
the theft. A majority thought that the 
sergeant-at-arms was the authorized dis- 
bursing agent of the House, and that 
the individual members should not bear 
the loss. 

Max Long, of the coast survey, testi- 
fied that he met Silcott on Saturday 
night, November 23, the night of his 
flight, and walked to the railway sta- 
tion with him. He said he was going to 
New York. 

The report to the House will be ready 
Wednesday. ' 

It has not been decided whether the 
committee will favor any particular 
recommendations on the question as to 
the authority given to the sergeant-at- 
arms to disburse money for the House. 
Most of the members of the committee 
favor submitting the salient points in 
the arguments that have been made on 
this question, and leaving the House to 
decide where the loss shall fall. 

Last. evening Mr. Leedom wrote to 
the district attorney for the District of 
Columbia, placing the Silcott case in his 
hands and requesting him to have “an 
indictment brought against the absent 
cashier. Mr. Leedom’s legal adviser 
thinks the individual members of Con- 
gress should not lose their salaries. He 
believes that the sergeant-at-arms is a 
properly authorized disbursing officer, 
but maintains that Mr. Leedom’s bonds- 
mencan not be held accountable, be- 
cause their bond expired. with the 
Fiftieth Congress, for which it was 
given. Mr. Leedom, he states, is will- 
ing to turn over the $20,000 that he pos- 
sesses should it be decided that he is 
responsible for the loss, without the 
formality of a civil suit.

MORE JUDGES NEEDED. __ 


Movement to Secure Two More We. bers 
ofthe Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A proposition 
is under consideration in judicial circles 
to provide for increasing the member- 
ship Saba genni court from nine 
toe subject is bei ed 
over by certain eee lin of the omer 


j committee, and the outcome 
may be a bill to ize the supreme 
court and make the additions mentioned. 


The enlargement of the court is held to 
be necessary because of the rapid in- 
crease in the business from the state 
courts; besides, the new states will add 
largely to the number of cases on the 
supreme court docket. 

the reorganization of the court is 
sanctioned by congress, it is probable 
that at least three of the present mem- 
bers of the court—Justices Miller, Field 
and Bradley—will avail themselves of 
the privilege of retiring on full pay, thus 
giving the president an opportunity to 
appoint five new judges. tt is also pro- 
posed to increase the jurisdiction of the 
circuit courts with a view to reducing 
the number of <a to the supreme 
court. Various schemes have been sug- 
gested with a view to accomplishing this 
purpose, but it seems simost impossible 
to curtail the work of the court, hence 
the pro increase in the membér- 
ship. It is not known how the members 
of the court regard the proposition, but 
as they complain of being overworked, 
they will probably welcome two addi- 
tional justices. 


CAPTIVE HUNS. 


Seized by Steamship Companies and Hus- 
tled Off to America. 

PITTsBURG, Pa., Dec. 13.—J. Max 
Schamberg, Austro-Hungarian consul at 
Pittsburg, expects to receive orders from 
the government of Galicia to collect evi- 
dence and probably forward witnesses 
for the trial of 300 government officials 
who are charged with making common 
cause with certain steamship and rail- 
way lines in ger about 35,000 men, 
women and children to emigrate to 
America. These vernment officials, 
some of them of high rank, received a 
bonus for each emigrant transported.

admitted ‘es ail. . 
The founder of the community is mar- 
ried, but the people of whom he is the 
spiritual father are not allowed to follow 
his example. Those joining the com- 
munity who are married, must sunder 
the bond. No member is allowed to re- 
tain the funds he or she earns, every 
cent being turned into the common 
fund, which is handled by the founder, 
one Williams. The evidence in the case 
has been highly sensational throughout, 
and shows a state of morals in the com- 
munity, under the cover of religion, 
which is far worse than that of the 
Mormons.

What the Former Had to Say When the 
Latter Was Dying. 


Boston, Dec. 18.—When Gen. Grant} band 


was dying at Mount McGregor, The Bos- 
ton Globe instructed its New Orleans 
correspondent to interview Jefferson 
Davis. Mr. Davis was not seen person- 
ally, but a few days later he penned the 
following letter: 

Dear Sir—Your request on behalf of a 
Boston journalist for me to prepare a criti- 
cism of Gen. Grant’s military career cannot 
be complie'! with for the following reascns: 

First—Gen. Grant is dying. 

Second—Though he invaded our country 
with a rutiless, it was with an open, hand, 
andas far as I knowhe abetted neither 
arson nor pillage, and has since the war, I 
believe, shown no malignity to Confeder- 
ates, either of the military or civil service, 
Therefore, instead of seeking to disturb the 
quiet of his closing hours, I would, if it were 
in my power, contribute to the peace of his 
mind and comfort of his body.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The December 
cotton report of the department of agri- 
culture relates to prices on the planta- 
tions.

All re late 
maturity. In the northern belt earl 
frosts arrested the development of bolls 
and seriously reduced the harvest. 

In the larger and more southern areas,

In the most productive portion 
of the belt killing frosts are rarely men- 
tioned as occurring until the last week of 
November. The season may therefore 
be considered a long one, counterbalanc- 
ing measurably the late development of 
the plant.

THE HUMAN VOICE. 


Instances of Its Power Over Individuals 
' and Crowds. 

It is said-by those who are competent 
to judge that an Englishman’s voice in- 
dicates almost infallibly. the social 
standing of its possessor. Shakespeare 
“calls a “soft, gentle and low” voice ‘‘an 
excellent thing in a woman,” and an- 
other observer, with a happy knack of 
phrasing, says: ‘‘A woman should never 
raise her‘voiee above the singing of the 
kettle,’ while another exclaims: ‘Let 
no one say it is a matter of indifference 
what song is sung by a child’s cradle. It 
sounds through the whole life.” 


‘ ‘There was a great thrill in a story 


that went the rounds of the papers 

Some years ago because of its truthful- 
ness to nature. A brave New York fire- 
man was climbing aladder upon a blaz- 
ing house, striving to reach a child who 
stood in the window of the fourth story. 
‘The smoke became so blinding and the 
heat so unendurable that the intrepid 
man wavered and paused. 

A shudder ran through the crowd, till 
an inspired voice called out: ‘Cheer 
him!” Instantly the heavens were rent 
with a shout of passionate enthusiasm 
that bore the sinking fireman upward on 
its breath, and the fainting child was 
soon in its mother’s arms. 

We recall another instance: On the 
night of the ever to be deplored 15th of 
July, 1823, fire broke out in* the vener- 
ated basilica of St. Paulin Rome. The 
terrified an@ lamenting populace gath- 
ered from all quarters about the sacred 
edifice, which had been filled from very 
early times with the most venerated re- 
ligious reli¢s, as well as with the richest 
treasures of art. 

‘Paralyzed with fear and grief the peo- 
ple stood in helpless awe, when a clarion 
voice rang out: “Save the arch, the gift 
of the fifth to the nineteenth century!”’ 
The cry acted like an inspiration upon 
the crowd; every arm felt the thrill, and 
the arch was saved. 

“A still more familiar instance of the 
power of the voice over a crowd is per 
haps that which occurred at the raising of 
an obelisk in‘ Rome, many years ago. 
For a long time no one could be found 
willing to attempt the work, but at 
length gn architect, Domenico Fontana, 
devised machinery by which to accom- 
plish it. The risk was great. If the 
enterprise sheuld miscarry, and the 
obelisk, partly raised, should fall to the 
earth it might cause the death of hun- 
dreds, beside the destruction of the 
monument. 

A huge crowd assembled to watch the 
operation. To prevent confusion, an 
edict had been ‘issued forbidding any 
one, on pain of death, to speak,.or even 
to make any noise. The signals to work 
and rest were to be given by the sound 

- ‘of trungpets. 

The silence of death reigned over the 

vast concourse as the first signal sound- 

, ed, and the machines began to work, and 
the levers to creak and bend under the 
great pressure. The obelisk rose 
steadily, surely. At first easily, then 
with greater and greater difficulty, until 
it was withina few lines of the perpen- 
dicular. 

Men and beasts exerted themselves to 
the utmost, but the cables refused to 
work farther. It wasa moment of de- 
spair. All seemed lost, when a brave 
sailor boy, perched aloft, risked his life 

_and all by calling out in the dead si- 
lence: **Wet the ropes!” 

The word was an inspiration. The 
architect and master-workman saw it at 
once. As if the voice of the sailor boy 
had eléctrified them, they wet the ropes, 
which contracted,.and the obelisk was 
raised to the wpright position it hasheld 
ever Since. Itis needless to add that 
the prayers of the people procured the 
pardon of the sailor.—Youth’s Compan- 
ion. ' 
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THE MITH FAMILY. 


It Hias Held Its Own ia the Achievements 
of the Nation. . 


Such investigation as we have been 
able to make convinces us that the 
Smiths have attained all the honors 
and eminence to which their numerical 
strength entitles them. About one 
eighty-fifth of our population are Smiths. 

‘Though the last House of Representa- 
tives contained only one Smith among 
its 325 members, four of the 226 Cabinet 
officers since the beginning of the Gov- 
ernment, or one out of fifty-six, have 
borne that name. One of the fifty-five 
signers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was a Smith, as was also the writer 
of one of our two or three really excel- 
lent patriotic songs, ‘‘My Country, ’Tis 
of Thee.” But averages come nearer to 
being an expression of the truth in pro- 
portion to the increase of numbers to 
which they are applied. Of the 679 mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce of fhis 
city nine {including the president), or 
qne out of seventy-seven, are Smiths; of 
the 8,000 members of the Produce Ex- 
change thirty-nine, or one out of seventy- 
seven, Of the 5,721 students at the Na- 
val Academy from its foundation to 1876, 
seventy, or one out of eighty-two, were 
Smiths; and of the 18,406 citizens of this 
State who have at various times held the 
more important offices, National, State 
and county, 270, or one out of sixty-nine, 
bore this name. ‘‘Appleton’s Cyclo- 
pwdia of American Biography” contains 
somewhat more than 12,000 names of 
eminent Americans, and of these 191, or 
one out of seventy-nine, are representa- 
tives of the Smith family.—N. Y. Jour- 
nal of Commerce.

_ WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journals of the 
House and Senate to-day the com- 
mittees appointed to wait on the Presi- 
dent reported that they had performed 
that duty and had been informed by the 
President that he would communicate 
with the two houses by a message in 
writing. Thereupon a message from 
the President was announced and its 
reading proceeded, the following being 
@ synopsis: 

“There are few transactions in the adminis- 
tration of the Government,” says the Presi- 
dent, “thatare even temporarily held in the 
confidence of those charged with the con- 
duct of the public business. git 4 = 
taken is under the observation of an intelli- 
owed and watchful people. The state of the 
Jnion is known from ay to day, and sug- 
gestions as to needed legislation find an 
earlier voice than that which speaks in these 
annual communications of the President to 
Cougress. 

Proceeding, the President says that good 
will and cordiality have characterized our 
relations and correspondence with other 

overnments, and the year just closed leaves 
ew international questions of importance 
remaining unadjusted. No obstacle is be- 
lieved to exist that can long postpone the 
consideration and adjustment of the still 
= questions upon satisfactory and 

onorable terms. 
ALL AMERICANS. 

It isa matter of high significance, and no 
less of congratulation, that the first year 
of the second century of our constitutional 
existence finds, as honored guests within 
our borders, the representatives of all the in- 
dependent States of North and South Amer- 
ica, met together in earnest conference 
touching the best methods of perpetuating 
and expanding the relations of mutual in- 
terest and friendliness, 

EQUAL DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATION. 

It is recommended that we send ministers 
plenipotentiary to all South American coun- 
tries sustaining diplomatic relations with 
the United States. All other countries send 
ministers of this grade tous. In Paraguay, 
Uraguay and Bolivia we are represented on 
by resident ministers. This is not consid- 
ered judicious in view of our relations with 
these countries. Hawali and Hayti, the 
President thinks, should receive similar 
treatment, and be invited to participate in 
the present international congress. 

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

The Chinese question is handled guardedly, 
but with due regard to the rights of those of 
the race already here, and the maintenance 
of friendly feeling between this country and 
China. The Samoan treaty is to besubmitted 
to the Senate. The President hopes the Can- 
adian difficulties can be adjusted without 
trouble. The President wants boundary 
lines in narrow channels of the waters join- 
ing the great lakes so marked as to be visible 
to the naked eye and thinks that the extra- 
dition treaty between us and Great Britain 
should be made more sweeping in scope. 
Such a treaty will soon be submitted. 

We want more friendly relations with 
Cuba and Porto ;Rico. We are not settling 
Spanish claims very fast. American railway 
builders in Peru and Portugal, whose prop- 
erty has been seized by those governments, 
must be protected. The Nicaragua canal is 
all right, thanks to the amicable adjustment 
between Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 

ABOLISHING THE SLAVE TRADE, 


America is to take part in the Internation- 
al Congress which convened in the city of 
Brussels, Belgium November 16, to abol- 
ish the slave trade in -Africa. We are on 
friendly terms with Germany. We contem- 

late with satisfaction Japan’s progress, but 

udicial rights in Corea must be established. 

We are on friendly terns with Persia, but 
in Turkey things need adjusting. In France, 
Italy, Russia and Turkey, naturalized Amer- 
ican citizens find things a trifle mixed. This 
will have to be adjusted. Our relations with 
the new government of Brazil are cordial, 

OUR REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES. 

The aggregate receipts from all sources for 
the year were $387,050,058.84, divided as fol- 
lows: From customs, $223,832,741.68; from in- 
ternal revenue, $130,981,513.92; from miscella- 
neous sources, $32,335,803.23. 

The ordinary expenditures for the same 
period were $281,996,615.60, and the total ex- 

enditures, including the sinking fund, were 
329,579,929.25. The excess of receipts over 
expenditures was, after providing for the 
sinking fund, $57,470,129.59. 

For the current fiscal year the total reve- 
nues, actual and estimated, are $385,000,000, 
and the ordinary expenditures, actual and 
estimated, are $293,000,000, making with the 
sinking fund, a total expenditure of $341,321,- 
116.99, leaving an estimated surplus of $43,- 
678,883.01. 





THE SURPLUS. 

“The existence of so large an actual and 
anticipated surplus should have the imme- 
diate attention of Congress, with a view to 
reducing the receipts of the treasury to the 
needs of the Government as closely ag may 
be,” says the President. “It has called into 
use expedients for putting it into circulation 
of very questionable propriety. We should 
not collect revenue for the purpose of an- 
ticipating our bonds beyond the require- 
ment of the sinking fund. The loaning of 
public funds to the banks without interest 
upon the security of Government bonds, I 
regard as an unauthorized and dangerous 
expedient. It results in a temporary and 
unnatural increase of the banking capital 
of favored localities, and compels a cautious 
and gradual recall of the deposits to avoid 
injury to the commercial interests. It is not 
to be expected that the banks having these 
deposits will sell their bonds to the treasury 
so long as the present highly beneficial ar- 
rangement is continued. They now prac- 
tically get interest both upon the bonds and 
‘their proceeds. f 

The deposits now outstanding should be 
gradually withdrawn and applied to the 
purchase of bonds. 


TARIFF REVISION RECOMMENDED. 


“TI recommend a revision of our tariff law, 
both in its administrative features and in the 
schedules. Some’ disturbance of business 
may perhaps result from consideration of 
this subject by ape See but this temporary 
ill-effect will be reduced to the minimum b 
prompt action.and the assurance whic 
the country enjoys that any necessary 
changes will‘ be so made as not to 
impair the just and reasonable protection of 
our home industries. The inequalities of 
the law should be adjusted, but the protect- 
ive principle should be maintained and fair- 
ly applied to the products of our farms as 
well as our slfops. These duties necessarily 
have relation to other things besides the 

ublic reventes. We can not limit their ef- 

ects by fixing our eyes on the public treas- 

ury alone. They have a direct relation to 
home production, to work, to wages and to 
the commercial independence of our coun- 
try, and the wise and patriotic legislator 
should enlarge the field of his vision to in- 
clude all of these. 

“The free list can ve omg 4 be extended 
by placing thereon articles that do not offer 
injurious oe to such domestic prod- 
ucts as our home labor can supply,” the 
President says. “The removal of the inter- 
nal tax on tobacco would relieve an impor- 
tant agricultural product from a burden 
which was imposed only because our rev- 
enue from customs duties was insufficient 
for the public needs. If safe provision 
against fraud can be devised the removal of 
the tax upon spirits used in the arts and in 
yanufactures would also offer an unobjec- 
tionable method of reducing the surplus. 

AIDING BANK CIRCULATION. 


“The amount of National bank notes in 
eirculation has decreased since the year 1878 
$114,109,729, of which $37,799,229 is chargeable 
to the last year. It is probable the adoption 
of the suggestions made by the Comptroler 
of the Currency, viz.: That the minimum 
deposit of bonds for thé establishment of 
banks be reduced, and that an issue of notes 
to the par value of the bonds be allowed, 
would Seip to maintain the bank circulation ; 
but while this withdrawal of bank notes has 
been going on there has been a large in- 
crease in the amount of gold and silver coin 
in circulation and in the issue of gold and 
silver certificates. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

“Neither the present secretary nor any of 
his predecessors has deemed it safe to exer- 
cise thé discretion given by law to increase 


she monthly purchases of silver to $4,000.000.° 


When the law was enacted, February 58, 1878,

“Ithink it is clear,” says the Presiden 
‘that if we should make coinage of silver a 
the present rates ,» we must expect the 
difference in bullion values of the gold and 
silver dollars will be taken account of in 
commercial transactions, and I fsar the same 
result would follow any considerable in- 
crease of the | gor rate of coinage. Such 
aresult would be discreditable to our finan- 
cial management and disastrous to all busi. 
ness interests. Indeed, nothing more harm- 
ful could happen to the silver interests. Any 
safe legislation upon this subject most se- 
cure the equality of the two coins in their 
commercial uses.”’ 

COAST DEFENSES AND HARBOR IMPROVE- 

MENTS. 

We are practically without coast def . 
The President recommends defenses fem nae 
coast cities and the encamping of National 
Guard companies in coast. works to familiar- 
ize them with the use of heavy guns. He 
thinks fewer attempts at river and harbor 
improvements should be made each year and 
more done in individual improvements, All 
work begun should be carried to completion. 

JUDICIAL. 

“The Terry killing suggests more definit 
laws for protecting United States officers and 
United States witnesses. An intermediate 
court to relieve the Supreme Court ef inany 
cases is needed. District judges’ salaries 
need revision; $5,000 is small enough. 

TRUSTS. 

Trusts should be made the supped of 
hibitory and even penal legislation. There 
should be international copyright. Natural. 
ization frauds are too common, and the Gov- 
ernment should exercise supervision over 
the naturalization of aliens. 

The enemies of social order who come to 
our shores should be denied citizensbip and 
adomicile. A National bankrupt law is de- 
sirable. The Postmaster-General needs new 
buildings. The law relative to transmitting 
lottery advertising and lottery remittances 
through the mails is unsatisfactory. 

THE NAVY. 

More ships are wanted. Twenty-six new 
vessels are under nef or being designed, 
but when built we shall have only forty-two. 
The President thinks eight armored ships, 
three gun-boats and five torpedo boats 
should be built at one. Paying for them 
would reduce the surplus. 

AFTER INDIAN LANDS. 


We are dealing with the Indians through 
commissioners authorized by Congress with 
favorable results. The President favors 
opening up the reservations, putting Indiang 
on farms and sending the young to school. 

Cattle men are obstructing our negotia- 
tions with-the Cherokees, 16 needs of the 
‘public can not long be ignored for the needs 
of the cattlemen. Land thieves in New Mex- 
ico must be punished. A new port of entry 
is needed in Alaska. 

THE PENSION QUESTION, 


“T am not unaware that the pension roll al- 
ready involves a very large annual expend- 
iture,” says the President; “neither am I de- 
terred by that fact from recommending that 
Congress grant a pension to such honorably 


TO- 


discharge soldiers and sailors of the 
civil war as, having rendered = sub- 
stantial service during the war, are 


now Gependent upon their own labor fora 
maintenance, and by disease or casualty are 
incapacitated from earning it, no matter 
when that disease or casualty was contracted 
or occurred. Many of the men who would be 
included in this form of relief are now de- 

endent upon public aid. This fact does not 
n my judgment, comport with the National 
honor.” 

Congress is asked to pass laws compeling 
railways to use automatic couplers and air 
brakes, to prevent loss of life and limb to 
brakemen. 

THE WEATHER BUREAU. 


The Secretary of Agriculture wants a law 
department. He wants to print his report, 
butpasn’t any money. The President wants 
the Signal Service annexed to the Agricul- 
tural Department. 

Civil-Service reform is progressing. Rec- 
ords of efficient conduct or otherwise are ad- 
vised, that they may be shown in answer to 
pressure for removal, or used as a basis for 
promotion. 

THE NEGRO IN THE SOUTH. 


“In many parts of our country where the 
colored population is large, the people of 
that race are, by various devices, deprived 
of any effective exercise of their politi- 
cal rights, and of many of their civil 
rights,” says the President. “The wrong 
does not expend itself upon those whose 
votes are suppressed. Every constituency 
in the Union is wronged. Yt has been the 
er of every patriot that a sense of justice 
and respect for the law would work a grad- 
ual cure of these flagrant evils. Surely, no 
one supposes that the present can be accept- 
ed as a permanent condition. If it is suid 
that these communities must work out this 
problem for themselves, we have a right to 
ask whether they are at work upon it. Do 
they suggest any solution? Whenand under 
what conditions is the black manto havea 
free ballot? When is he, in fact, to have 
those full civil rights which have so lon 
been his in law? When is that equality o 
influence which our Government was intend- 
ed to secure tothe electors to be restored? 

“This generation should courageously face 
these grave questions and not leave them ag 
a heritage of woe to the next. The consulta- 
tion should proceed with candor, calmness 
and great patience Me gp the lines of justice 
and oman it ,notof prejudice and cruelty, 
No question in our sore can be at rest ex- 
cept upon the firm base of justice and of the 
law 4 earnestly invoke the attention of 
Congress to the consideration of such meas- 
ures within its well-defined constitutional 
powers as will secure to all our people a free 
exercise of their right of suffrage, and every 
other civil right under the Constitution and 
laws of the United States. No evil, however 
deplorable, can justify the assumption, either 
on the part of the executive or of Congress, 
of powers not granted, but both will be high- 
ly blamable if all the powers granted are not 
wisely but firmly used to correct these evils. 

“The power to take the whole direction and 
control of the election of members of 


the House of Representatives is clear- 
ly given to the General Govern- 
ment. A partial and qualified super- 


vision of these elections is now provided for 
by law, and, in my opinion, this law may be 
so strengthened and extended as to secure 
on the whole better results than can be at- 
tained by a law taking all the processes of 
such election into Federal control. The col- 
ored man should be protected in all his rela- 
tions to the Federal Government, whether as 
litigant, juror or witness in our courts, as au 
elector or member of Congress or as a peac ' 
ful traveler on our inter-State railways. 


BUBSIDISING STEAMSHIP COMPANIES. 


The President recommends that such ap- 

ropriations be made for ocean mail service, 
n American steamships, between our ports 
and those of Central and South America, 
China, Japan and the important islands in 
both of the great oceans, us will be liberally 
remunerative for the service rendered, as 
will encourage the establishment and in some 
fair degree equalize the chances of American 
steamship lines in the competitions which 
they must meet. 

A NAVAL RESERVE. 


“We should also make provision for a 
naval reserve, to consist of such merchant- 
ships of American construction an@ of a 
specified tonnage and speed, as the owners 
will consent to place at the use of the Gov- 
ernment, in case of need, as armed cruisers, 
England has adopted this policy and asa 
result can now, upon necessity, atonce place 
upon her naval list some of the fastest 
steamships in the world. A proper super- 
vision of the construction of such vessels, 
would make their conversion into effective 
ships of war very easy. 

FALSE ECONOMY. 


“J am an advocate of economy in our Na- 
tional expenditures,” the President con- 
tinues; “but it is misuse of terms to make 
this word describe a policy that withholds an 
expenditure for the purpose of extending 
our foreign commerce. The enlargement 
and improvement of our merchant marine; 
the development of a sufticient body of 
trained veteran seamen; the promotion of 
rapid and regular mail communication be- 
tween the ports of other countries and our 
own, and the adaptation of large and swift 
American merchant steamships to naval 
uses in time of war, are public purposes of 
the highest concern. The enlarged partici- 

ation of our people in the carrying trade to 
the new and increased markets that will be 
opened for the Fnac of our farms and 
factories; the faller and better employment 
of our mechanics; which will result from a 
liberal promotion of our foreign commerce, 
would insure the widest possible diffusion ot 
benefit to all the States and toall our people, 
and every thing is most propititious for the 
carrying Out of such ideas.
